Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  annual  report  for  the  year,  1966. 

The  report  maintains  the  same  format  as  last  year.  The  environmental 
health  of  the  district  remains  good  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  many 
of  the  statistics,  with  the  improved  morbidity  and  mortality,  have  fallen 
too  low  to  attach  much  significance  to  them.  On  a national  basis  it  is 
still  being  shown  that  there  are  both  maternal  and  infant  deaths  that 
might  be  avoidable.  The  value  of  a report,  practically  all  the  information 
of  which  can  be  obtained  elsewhere,  and  which  takes  a considerable 
amount  of  clerical  time  to  prepare,  seems  very  dubious  but  is  still  a 
statutory  requirement.  However,  considerable  duplication  could  be 
avoided  and  the  work  involved  would  be  cut  down  should  a district 
medical  officer  be  allowed  by  his  districts  to  issue  a single  report  to  cover 
all  of  them,  this  would  provide  additional  interest  in  that  councils  would 
have  the  neighbouring  councils'  figures  to  compare  with  their  own. 

I would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Plummer,  the  public  health  inspector  for 
his  co-operation  during  the  year.

SECTION  A. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Area — The  area  of  the  Borough  is  1,945  acres.  The  density  of 
population  is  equivalent  to  2.24  persons  per  acre.  The  number  of  occupied 
dwellings  in  the  Borough  is  1,491  and  the  housing  factor  is  2.9  persons 
per  house. 


Population — The  population  figure  for  the  Borough  in  the  Registrar 
General's  return  for  1966  was  4,350.  This  shows  an  increase  of  140  on 
the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  was  36  (i.e.  births  minus  deaths). 


Births — Eighty-two  live  births  were  recorded,  which  is  nine  more 
than  the  previous  year.  The  rate  was  18.85  per  1 ,000  population  compared 
with  17.34  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
17.7.  The  following  table  shows  a comparison  between  the  birth  rates 
for  England  and  Wales,  the  Administrative  County  and  the  Borough 
over  the  last  six  years.

Table  No.  1,  Section  H,  shows  that  the  greatest  causes  of  death  were 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  17  deaths  out  of  the  total 
of  46.  Eight  of  the  deaths  under  this  heading  were  caused  by  coronary 
disease  or  angina,  four  male  and  four  female.  Deaths  from  coronary 
disease  or  angina  showed  a decrease  of  two  on  the  previous  year. 

Of  10  deaths  from  cancer,  three  were  ascribed  to  cancer  of  the  lung 
or  bronchus. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths.  (The  last  being  11  years  ago). 

No  children  died  before  reaching  their  first  birthday. 


SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Laboratory  Service — Facilities  are  available  at  the  Public  Health 
laboratories  at  Northampton  for  the  routine  examination  of  water  samples, 
milk,  washed  bottle  rinses  and  churn  rinses.  Samples  associated  with  the 
control  of  communicable  diseases  are  also  sent  to  this  laboratory  which 
comes  under  Dr.  Hoyle.  The  area  is  also  served  by  a laboratory  at  the 
Rushden  Memorial  Hospital,  The  Hayway,  Rushden,  the  Park  Hospital, 
Wellingborough,  and  the  main  laboratory  at  the  Kettering  General 
Hospital,  which  comes  under  Dr.  Voss.

Infant  Welfare  Centres — The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  these 
centres  and  a welfare  clinic  is  held  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Thursday  of  the 
month  at  the  Methodist  Church  Rooms,  High  Street. 


National  Assistance  Act — Under  Section  47  of  the  Act,  old  folk  in 
need  of  care  and  attention,  and  who  are  unable  to  look  after  themselves 
can  be  removed  to  suitable  premises  where  they  can  be  looked  after.  No 
action  was  found  necessary  under  this  Section  during  the  year. 

The  Old  Folk’s  Welfare  Committee  continues  to  carry  out  its  excellent 
work  in  the  Borough.  A copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  this  Committee  has 
been  kindly  supplied  to  me  by  their  Hon.  Secretary,  Mrs.  G.  Murdin,  and 
the  following  are  extracts  from  this  report: 


Darby  and  Joan  Club — The  membership  of  the  club  has  increased 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  129  club  members  and  23  associate 
members.  The  average  weekly  attendance  was  79. 
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Meals  on  Wheels — This  service  continued  and  a total  of  1,402  meals 
was  supplied  during  the  year. 


Chiropody — A total  of  464  (297  at  sessions,  one  surgery,  166  dom- 
iciliary) treatments  was  given  during  the  year.  The  patient  contributes 
a minimum  of  2/6,  the  balance  is  paid  by  the  club  who  are  reimbursed 
80%  by  the  County  Council. 
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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Water  Supply — The  Higharn  Ferrers  and  Rushden  Water  Board  is 
responsible  for  the  water  supply  to  the  Borough.  The  Board  provides  a 
treated  water  supply  and  the  sources  of  supply  are  as  follows: 

Above  Ground  Source — Sywell  Reservoir,  which  has  a capacity  of 
236,000,000  gallons,  and  is  situated  in  the  Wellingborough  Rural  District. 
The  reservoir  is  dependent  upoxi  springs  and  surface  rainwater  from  the 
surrounding  catchment  area,  also  two  small  brooks  flow  into  the  reservoir. 
The  size  of  the  area  is  68£  acres.  Treatment  of  water  at  these  works 
consists  of  slow  sand  filtration,  rapid  gravel  filtration,  followed  by 
chlorination. 

Under  Ground  Source  of  Supply — (a)  Hardwater  Crossing,  Wollaston. 
The  source  of  supply  here  is  from  wells  sunk  in  the  Nene  river  gravels. 
These  wells  yield  approximately  250,000  gallons  per  day.  The  water  from 
this  source  is  rather  hard.  Treatment  of  water  consists  of  mechanical 
filtration,  followed  by  chlorination. 

(b)  Ditchford.  Water  is  extracted  from  the  gravels  by  porous 
concrete  collector  ducts  which  are  laid  in  the  alluvial  gravels  adjacent  to 
Ditchford  lake.  Treatment  of  water  consists  of  rapid  gravel  filtration, 
partial  softening,  aeration,  and  finally,  chlorination. 

(c)  Further  sources  of  supply  belonging  to  the  Board  are  a gravel  well 
at  Earls  Barton  and  springs  at  Grendon.

Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — These  are  modem  works 
constructed  in  1954.  Crude  sewage  as  it  arrives  at  the  works  first  flows 
into  settlement  tanks  where  it  is  allowed  to  stand.  Heavy  matter  falls 
to  the  bottom  and  it  is  drained  off  as  sludge.  This  is  run  to  a series  of 
sludge  beds  to  dry  off.  The  supernatent  sewage  runs  from  the  settlement 
tanks  to  the  primary  filter  beds,  percolates  through  the  clinker  and  is 
acted  upon  by  the  anaerobic  bacteria.  The  effluent  is  collected  from 
these  beds  into  a humus  tank  and  led  finally  from  this  to  the  secondary 
filter  beds  where  the  same  process  is  carried  out.  From  these  beds, 
through  humus  tanks,  final  effluent  goes  to  the  River  Nene.  In  the  past, 
due  to  the  very  strong  nature  of  the  crude  sewage,  it  was  impossible  to 
get  a satisfactory  final  effluent.  The  situation  has  been  improved 
considerably  by  the  manufacturers  in  the  Borough  installing  pre-treatment 
works  on  their  premises  and  so  the  strength  of  the  crude  sewage  as  it 
arrives  at  the  works  has  been  reduced.  All  manufacturers  have  now 
completed  the  installation  of  pre-treatment  plants  at  their  works.  The 
Council  has  constructed  settlement  lagoons  for  polishing  the  final  effluent 
and  this  has  resulted  in  a discharge  of  excellent  quality. 

Approximately  one  mile  of  12"  sewer  has  been  relaid  in  15"  pipes  to 
allow  for  development  in  the  southern  part  of  the  town  and  the  neigh- 
bouring authority  of  Rushden. 


Closet  Accommodation — With  the  exception  of  a few  outlying  houses 
in  the  district  which  have  septic  tanks,  all  houses  are  connected  to  the 
main  sewers. 


Disinfection — It  has  not  been  necessary  to  carry  out  any  disinfection 
during  the  year. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs — No  cases  were  reported.  This  is  almost  a 
thing  of  the  past  and  very  few  instances  occur.

HOUSING 


The  erection  of  17  bungalows  and  four  flatlets  with  wardens  accom- 
modation and  recreation  room  in  the  Duchy  Estate,  has  been  commenced. 


Improvements  Grants — Thirteen  Improvement  Grants  were  approved 
during  the  year.  The  carrying  out  of  this  type  of  work  is  a benefit  to 
the  town,  because  providing  the  necessary  amenities  means  that  the 
houses  improved  are  brought  up  to  standard.  The  life  of  many  of  the 
older  type  of  houses  may  be  prolonged  by  this  action,  which  is  satisfactory 
and  to  be  encouraged. 


Private  Development — Five  houses  were  constructed  during  the  year 
and  a further  ten  were  in  the  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


Housing  Applications— The  Housing  List  increased  during  the  year. 
The  suitable  exchange  of  houses  is  being  encouraged,  which  can  often 
result  in  the  satisfactory  re-housing  of  some  urgent  cases.  The  housing 
list  at  the  end  of  the  year  wras  as  follows:

Milk  supplies  are  obtained  from  outside  the  area.  Two  neighbouring 
authorities  have  pasteurisation  plants  and  routine  samples  of  milk, 
washed  bottle  rinses  and  churn  rinses  are  taken.  The  Borough  is  res- 
ponsible for  milk  delivered  in  the  area. 


Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice-Cream — Thirteen  premises  are  registered 
for  the  sale  of  ice-cream.  No  ice-cream  is  manufactured  in  the  Borough 
and  ice-cream  sold  in  the  area  is  pre-packed. 


Slaughterhouses— There  are  no  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Borough  but  adjacent  authorities  have  slaughterhouses  where  all  meat 
used  for  human  consumption  is  inspected  before  use. 


Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 — Thirty  -one  premises 
are  registered  under  the  Act  and  twenty-two  visits  were  made  in  connection 
with  it.
